FOREWORD 


Comparative Aesthetics: A Workbook is composed of a series 
of 366 essays, 288 of which each contain approximately 500 
words, 78 of which each contain approximately 1000 words. 


Each of the 500-word essays is regarded by the author as 
a single thought and is presented herein as a single para- 
graph on a right-hand page. Each of the 1000-word essays, 
with one exception, is regarded by the author as a single 
thought and is presented as a single paragraph on the 
front and back of one page in the present work (the first 
half being presented on a right-hand page). The only 
1000-word essay in the present work that is regarded by 
the author as two separate thoughts--each of which is 
composed of approximately 500 words--is presented herein 
as if it were two 500-word essays. 


The 366 essays in the present work are in various general 
forms. In some instances the components of Comparative 
Aesthetics: A Workbook are expository compositions in 
more or less orthodox essay form. In other instances the 
essays of which the present work is composed are in the 


form of theatrepieces, monologues, dialogues, dramatic 
scenes. 


The general nature of the content of the 366 essays of 
which Comparative Aesthetics: A Workbook is composed is, 
Similarly, varied. In some instances the author presents 
herein only the findings of his inquiry on a particular 
topic. In other instances the author presents not only
